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1, Communists have been rather unsuceesaful in gaining a foothold in 

German railroad administration or among organized raflroad workers 
in the western zonvec,. EE only six to sight percent 595x1x 
of railroad vorkers are Commnists or Commnist sympathizers, and tho 
mumbar within the railroad administration is fewer than ten persons. 
To improve this situation from the Commnist point of view, carly in 
1945 the FDGB and the SED in the Russian Zona decided to intensify thei 
efforts to penetrate the railroad administration. It was planned that 
at least one Cammnist should ba placed in each service up to and In- 
cluding medium level services of the adninistration (inter).
